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Southern Association Celebrates 


The Southern Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation held its golden jubilee at Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn the organization 
had been formed in that historical city 
fifty years ago. “Back to the place of 
our birth” was the slogan used on the 
program. Commemorating this event, 
over 170 registered for the convention 
at the Hotel Patten, August 24 to 
26, with representatives from all of 
the southern states and visitors from 
adjoining states. 

New officers elected at the meeting 
are: President, W. C. Daniels, Char- 
lotte, N. C.; vice-president, John Var- 
nell, Cleveland, Tenn.;  secretary- 
treasurer, J. A. Stubbs, Atlanta, Ga. 
The newly appointed executive com- 
mittee consists of Elwood Stephens, 
Semmes, Ala.; Joe N. Howell, Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and John Bregger, Clem- 
son, S. C. 

The afternoon of August 24 was 
devoted to greeting old friends and 
making new acquaintances. On a mo- 
tor trip to the Rivermont Greenhouses 
of Clint McDade, on Signal moun- 
tain, the visitors saw orchids from 
seedlings to flowering plants, includ- 
ing some beautiful and expensive hy- 
brids. A smoker in the evening fol- 
lowed the showing of a film, “Trees 
for Tomorrow,” and an entertaining 
demonstration by Brooks the Magi- 
cian, a local amateur of unusual tal- 
ent. The chief bowwow of the fra- 
ternal order of the Yellow Dogs called 
a special meeting, and eleven new 
members were taken into the pack. 

Opening Session. 


A full room of well over 100 per- 
sons heard Charles N. Morse, presi- 
dent of the association, call to order 
the first session Thursday morning, 
August 25. After the invocation 
by Dr. Fred Johnson, Chattanooga, 
and a welcome to Chattanooga by the 
secretary of Mayor Hugh W. Wasson, 
Past President Don Hastings, of At- 
lanta, Ga., responded by relating the 
fine feeling of the group to be again 
at Chattanooga. 

The president’s address was high- 
lighted by the introduction of 83-year- 
old W. A. Easterly, of Cleveland, 
Tenn., the only surviving member of 
the original group that organized the 
association in 1899. The president 
went on to say that the nurserymen 
and their industry must become keen- 
er in their selling, just as other busi- 
nesses. Opportunities are still abun- 
dant, with the revamping of plantings 
about older homes and landscaping 
new homes.

Talks on Current Issues. 


John Fraser, Jr., Huntsville, Ala., 
related the difficult problem he had in 
figuring out what angles to discuss 
in his short talk, “Fifty Years of Trou- 
ble in Fifteen Minutes.” He asked 
the group, how fast can we go in the 
next fifty years? Can we look ahead 
after seeing behind us the day-by-day 
changes that have taken place in our 
industry? Mr. Fraser went on to re- 
late that our situation today is very 
similar to that in 1927. Care and con- 
sideration should be given to avoid 
overproduction, and markets should 
be found before we produce.

Short reports on the white-fringed 
beetle and phony peach inspection 
were given by G. G. Rohwer; L. J. 
Padget and A. E. Cavanagh, fieldmen 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Prof. G. M. Bentley, chairman of 
the association’s photograph commit- 
tee, gave a short talk on “Pictures 
Can Increase Your Sales.” He said 
there are now available many new 
types of projectors and color-slide 
viewers that can be taken to the pro- 
spective customer's home or set up 
in the nurseryman’s salesroom. Good 
color slides are invaluable for show- 
ing before and after pictures of land- 
scape developments and individual 
pictures of plants. Five albums of 
Kodachrome pictures were passed 
around, to show the work of the 
photograph committee and to call 
attention to the assistance needed 
from members of the organization to 
provide pictures of other plants and 
landscape scenes. 


Stock Supplies. 


Short reports were presented on 
the availability of various plant ma- 
terials. The demand for azaleas, said 
Tom Dodd, Sr., Semmes, Ala., is 
still good. However, there is not 
much large stock available, though 
production is catching up in some 
varieties and in small stock. Large 
camellia plants are few, and rare va- 
rieties are still bringing good prices 

Finished sizes of broad-leaved ever- 
greens are scarce, reported John 
Wight, Cairo, Ga. No reduction in 
price, consequently, is in prospect. 

The supplies of conifers, said 
Henry Homer Chase, Chase, Ala., 
are similar to those of the broad- 
leaved evergreens. Large stock is 
scarce, but liners are readily avail- 
able. 

Larger sizes of trees and shrubs 
compose only about ten per cent of 
the supply, as compared to fifty per 
cent a few years ago. However, there 
is a good supply of liners, reported 
Henry N. Boyd, McMinnville, Tenn. 

Overproduction of fruit trees dur- 
ing the past few years resulted in 
many large brush fires the past sea- 
son, reported Kent McClain, Knox- 
ville, Tenn. The outlook, however, 
is encouraging, for many of the fly- 
by-night producers have gone out 
of the business, and production is

only about fifty per cent of the pre- 
ceding few years.

Final Session. 

New insecticides were the topic of 
a lecture Friday morning, August 26, 
by Dr. F. S. Arant, of Alabama Poly 
technic Institute. The use and pre- 
cautions in the handling of the new 
phosphate materials were stressed 
This talk was the same as that given 
by Dr. Arant at the Alabama nurs 
erymen’s meeting and reported in de- 
tail in the issue of July 1. 

The activities of the National Land- 
scape Nurserymen’s Association were 
discussed by Louis Hillenmeyer, Jr., 
Lexington, Ky. The booklets, pub- 
lished by the N. L. N. A., “Industry 
Need Not Be Ugly” and “For Better 
Care of Your Plants,” were circulated 
through the audience, and their value 
as selling aids was discussed. The 
booklet on the proposed educational 
program for colleges teaching land- 
scape courses was also discussed, and 
it was urged that the members read 
their copies and discuss the contents 
with their own state institutions. 

Richard H. Jones, Nashville, Tenn.., 
presented a new constitution, bylaws 
and code of ethics, which were adopt- 
ed by the association. A copy will 
be soon mailed by the secretary to 
each member.

Don King, King Nurseries, Lub- 
bock, gave the secretary-treasurer’s 
report, which showed a bank balance 
of $4,794.65, with $1,537 in a special 
savings account. The year’s income 
as of August 18 was $2,638.60. 

Business Reports. 

The sectional reports on weather 
and business conditions proved such 
a popular feature on last year’s pro- 
gram that they were repeated this 
year. While last year’s reports showed 
drought conditions throughout the 
state, this year’s showed ample rain 
fall 

From west Texas, James Walker. 
Walker’s Nursery, Midland, reported 
an exceptional amount of rainfall. A 
total of nine inches last year com 
pared with twenty inches to date this 
year. There have been the least losses 
in stock in several seasons in west 
Texas. 

Located in the southern part of the 
state, about twelve miles from San 
Antonio, R. C. Aldridge, R. C. Ald- 
ridge Nursery, Van Ormy, said that 
section had had much rain. There 
is more stock of a better grade. Sum- 
mer planting business has stood up 
better than last year, and there are 
more advance orders for fall 

W. P. Hauser, of Hauser Nursery 





Co., McAllen, which is nine miles 
from the Mexican border, reported 
an above-normal rainfall, which has 
provided an adequate supply of the 
irrigation water on which the lower 
valley depends. Production of stock 
is on the increase. The area is much 
underplanted, and Mr. Hauser lightly 
remarked that it was one area that 
might invite nursery stock peddlers 
It is in this area that the local asso 
ciation of citrus tree nurserymen, the 
Lower Rio Grande Citrus Nursery 
Association, has started a program of 
citrus budwood registration. There 
are now 315 trees under examination 
for prospective registration. The buds 
are at a special experiment station at 
Weslaco. It will be about a year and 
a half before there will be any reg- 
istered trees available. The trees can- 
not be certified as to definite quality 
or performance, but only that the 
trees a nurseryman has from his 
budwood are of a certain variety and 
free from disease, particularly scaly 
bark, or sclerosis, a virus disease. The 
approach of citrus black fly to the 
area from Mexico is a new problem 
and Congress has appropriated $240. 
000 for control work along the Mex 
ican border. Because of the freeze 
in this area last winter, only fifteen 
to twenty per cent normal fruit pro 
duction is anticipated. 

From Desdemona, Bob Womack. 
Stuart Nursery, reported that well 
water and natural rainfall provided 
all water for the nursery and that 
there had been more rainfall to date 
this year than in all of last year 
Because of last year’s drought, the 
usual fall lining out had been de 
layed until spring. 

For south-central Texas, Sterling 
Cornelius, Cornelius Nurseries, Hous 
ton, reported that the cold spell in 
January had been favorable to the 
nurserymen as well as unfavorable 
for while they lost some stock, cus- 
tomers’ losses had provided many re- 
planting sales. It was dry in that 
area in May and June, but there has 
been ample rainfall since. Cash-and 
carry sales were off in spring, but 
landscape planting business increased 
Planting losses have been small. ex- 
cept for shade trees. Labor is easier 
to obtain, with unskilled labor get 
ting 75 cents an hour and trained 
labor $1 an hour. 

After inviting the Texans to the 
Louisiana State Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation convention, September 23 
and 24 at La Fayette, Aubrey Her 
derson, Henderson’s Nursery, La Fay 
ette, president of the Louisiana grouy 
reported on conditions in his sectior 
stating that there had been an over 
abundance of rain at the beginning

Cultivating work has been behind 
schedule, so plants are being culti 
vated close now to insure finished 
stock before the October rains 

The president of the Oklahom: 
State Nurserymen’s Association,War 
ren Welch, Capitol Garden Nurs- 
eries, Oklahoma City, said business 
conditions for spring and summer had 
been unusually good. A large amount 
of service work, such as spraying for 
customers, has kept the off-season 
labor employed. There has not been 
much rain in the state, but there is 
no drought. There is a shortage of 
quality ornamentals, spreading juni- 
pers, grafted junipers and dwarf 
fruits, but there is a surplus of fruit 
trees and upright, seedling-type juni 
pers. Mr. Welch said there has been 
more lining out of stock by retailers 
in his section. 

For east Texas, Clark Kidd. Arp 
Nursery Co., Tyler, reported ade- 
quate rainfall and a good rose crop

In this 
inusual natural laboratory, members 
nd guests spent an enjoyable and 
profitable two days.

than anyone else. Other films dealt 
with various phases of the nursery 
industry. 

The Friday morning session was 
devoted to talks by nurserymen and 
landscape men. Because William M 
Watson, division of plant disease 
control, United States Department of 
Agriculture, Bluefield, who was 
scheduled to speak on “Interstate 
Shipment of Barberries,” was unable 
to be present, F. Waldo Craig, ento 
mologist, state department of agri 
culture, Charleston, outlined the 
basic requirements of the new federal 
quarantine affecting the shipment of 
barberries. 


Native Plant Materials. 


Prof. T. D. Gray. extension land 
scape architect, West Virginia Uni- 
versity, Morgantown, gave an illus 
trated talk on “T'ie Use and Selec- 
tion of Native Varieties of Plant Ma 
terials.” He said that the federal 
forestry building at Elkins, which the 
nurserymen had visited in a pre 
breakfast walk that morning, pro 
vided one of the finest examples of 
what could be done with native plant 
ing materials that he knew of any 
where in the country. He then 
showed slides of many of the plants 
suitable for use by the nurserymen 

West Virginia, Professor Gray 
stated, contains more native plants 
which are useful to nurserymen than 
any other state in the Union. There 
are 108 types of flowering trees 
alone. Recently. he added, the red 
pine has been found growing as a 
native plant and can be added to the 
already extensive list of native trees 

He emphasized the plants produc- 
ing both floral and fruiting effects 
Among these are dogwood, white 
fringe tree, spicewood and black haw 
He also commented on the migration 
of the silver bell from North Caro 
lina and on the wide variations to 
be found in flame azaleas, including 
those with a pleasing fall coloration 
of seeds and foliage. Throughout his 
talk, Professor Gray enumerated the 
uses of each plant and pointed out 
any serious difficulties that might be 
encountered in their growth and care 


Business Conditions. 


Frank S. LaBar opened his remarks 
by complimenting Professor Gray on 
his paper and on the work he has 
been doing in the state. In addition 
to being president of LaBars’ Rhodo 
dendron Nursery, Stroudsburg, Pa.. 


Mr. LaBar maintains nursery in 
West Virginia. 

He outlined the general business 
conditions of the country, pointing 
out the forces now in control. Al 
though he said that industrial pro 
duction would continue to decline, he 
was quick to emphasize that this was 
merely his opinion and that no one 
really knew what was going to hap 
pen. In spite of the expected decline 
however, Mr. LaBar told the nurs 
erymen they could expect good busi 
ness for the next two years if they 
worked hard and managed wisely 

To obtain this good business, Mr 
LaBar told members they would have 
to preach the doctrine of the nursery 
business and convince their customers 
that a plant was worth the money 
asked. He advised them to tell the 
customers of the time and labor re 
quired to grow a plant, the loss of 
good topsoil when a plant is mar 
keted, the time required for weed 
ing, pruning and transplanting and 
the fact that a plant is the only 
thing that can be purchased which 
will increase rather than decline in 
value. In conclusion, Mr. LaBar ad 
vised the nurserymen to forget about 
their competitors and worry about 
competing industries, to put their 
nurseries in order and to go out and 
work. Business, he stated, would not 
come to them as it had in the past 
few years 

Landscape Maintenance. 

The final speaker of the morning, 

B. Jerry Baker, Baker Tree & Land 


scape Service, Charleston, discussed

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“Landscape Maintenance.” He agreed 
with Mr. LaBar that there was no 
need to worry about competitors. He 
outlined briefly how he conducted his 
maintenance work and said he be 
lieved that the loss of a few plants 
did not jeopardize the work, when 
the customer was convinced it was 
unavoidable. In conclusion, he told 
the nurserymen that they did not 
always do their best work in setting 
plants and that, if they knew they 
were going to have to take care of 
these plants, they would be more care 
ful

Training Program for Nursery Personnel 


I first attended a meeting of the 
Southern Nurserymen’s Association 
when it met at Chattanooga in 1921 
Since that time I have watched the 
growth of the organization with great 
interest. I have seen you meet seri- 
ous problems and find means of solv 
ing them. Call to mind, if you will, 
some of the major problems which 
you have met in recent years. They 
may be problems of propagation, soil 
plant relationships, pest control or 
sales promotion. In every case their 
solution has involved personnel. Em- 
ployer or employee, or both, have 
contributed to the solution of or fail- 
ure to solve important problems when 
they have arisen. The personnel 
problem is basic, but it is not iso- 
lated. Rather, it is interwoven with 
every other problem confronting 
your industry. The development of 
personnel through a carefully planned 
training program is worthy of your 
careful thought. 

Someone has said, “The end we 
aim at must be known before the 
way.” Let us pause, therefore, and 
think clearly for a moment. What 
are the qualities of the men who will 
help to solve your problems? What 
are the objectives of a personnel-train 
ing program? I should like to sug- 
gest three qualities which I consider 
essential for personnel which is to be 
an asset, whether in the field, in the 
office or the sales force. The first 
characteristic which I would consider 
fundamental and underlying all oth 
ers is character. Honesty, industry 
and initiative must characterize ev 
ery individual who is an asset to your 
organization. Other qualities sink 
into relative insignificance if funda- 
mentally we cannot put complete 
trust in the character of those whom 
we employ or with whom we are as- 
sociated, 

Closely related to this quality is the 
second which I would mention, per- 
sonality. The ability to get along 
with people without compromising 
principle is one of the greatest assets 
a person can have. The third quality 
which I want to mention as an ob- 
jective for a personnel-training pro- 
gram is technical competence. By 
that I mean manipulative skills sufh- 
cient to do the tasks assigned and an 
adequate knowledge as to why prac- 
tices are followed and what the re- 
lationships are among the activities 
in which the individual is engaged. 

The first two qualities which I have 
mentioned, character and personality,

however indispensable, are less sub- 
ject to development through a formal 
training program. They are more de- 
pendent, if you please, on apprentice 
training in which practice according 
to the example of others leads to pro 
ficiency. Let me remind you that 
you have no right to expect a stand- 
ard among your employees which is 
above your own actions. It has been 
said that character is caught, not 
taught, and I challenge each of you 
to appraise your own practices and 
standards of conduct to be sure that 
they are worthy of imitation by those 
whom you employ or with whom you 
are associated. I cannot now go far 


ther in this discussion. I hope the 
brevity of my remarks will serve to 
emphasize the importance of these 
two qualities. But it is of the third 
objective of the training program, 
technical competence, that I wish to 
speak. 

How did you who have made and 
ire maintaining the industry get your 
competence? My acquaintance with 
many of you prompts deep admiration 
for your accomplishments. Most of 
you, however, have been trained in 
the school of experience. You have 
learned the hard way, by trial and 
error and by keen observation and 
analysis of your experiences and those 
of others with whom you are ac- 
quainted. Is there no better way? 
Cannot a carefully planned training 
program make it possible to avoid 
many costly mistakes and save much

number. Some young men have had 
the necessary experience at home be- 
fore they attend college or during 
summers while they are completing 
their college program, but there is 
need for an organized plan which 
will insure adequate experience for 
all graduates. Perhaps there is op 
portunity for cooperation so that a 
student may spend at least one quar- 
ter in the employ of a commercial 
nurseryman during his college pro- 
gram. In many instances this may 
be alternate quarters during his last 
two years of college. I believe that 
the development of a cooperative pro 
gram which will insure adequate, su 
pervised experience for the young 
men will be beneficial both to the 
young men and to you who employ 
them

PLAN CHICAGO EXHIBITS. 


Roy F. Clavey, president of the 
Illinois State Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, was host to the officers and di 
rectors at their monthly meeting, 
August 18, at the offices of the F. D 
Clavey Ravinia Nurseries, Inc., Deer 
field, Ill. All were present except 
Myron C, Smith, Maywood, who was 
absent on an eastern trip.

Connecticut Field Day 


By A. C. Bird, Secretary 


Approximately 100 nurserymen 
from Connecticut and visitors from 
New York and Massachusetts at 
tended the first field day sponsored 
hy the Connecticut Nurserymen’s As 
sociation, August 26 at the Connecti 
cut agricultural experiment station's 
experimental farm at Mount Carmel 
They were welcomed by Dr. James G 
Horsfall, station director. 

During the morning session short 
talks were given by the staff mem 
bers and a discussion period was held. 
Dr. Herbert A. Lunt, department of 
soils, cited some of the soil problems 
encountered by the nurserymen, in 
cluding soil erosion, which is one of 
the most important. Constant removal 
of nursery stock removes the topsoil, 
which is rich in organic matter. 
There is nothing radically wrong 
with nursery soil in Connecticut, he 
stated, but nurserymen should use 
greater amounts of organic matter 
found in green cover crops. Rotating 
cover crops keeps up soil fertility. Dr. 
Lunt also mentioned that conifers 
should be fed in small doses rather 
than in large amounts at one time 
and that sawdust and shavings make 
a good mulch for evergreens, blue- 
berries. etc. When using sawdust or 
shavings, nitrogen should also be used 
at the rate of one pound of nitrate 
to 100 pounds of mulch. 


E. M. Stoddard. department of 
plant pathology, said that damping- 
off is not necessarily caused by any 
one factor or particular fungus, but 
is generally the result of many. Clean 
flats, benches. coldframes, copper 
naphthenates, formalin and pure sand 
may be used by the nurseryman to 
control damping-off. Oxyquinoline 
sulphate, Mr. Stoddard said, is ef- 
fective in controlling damping-off 
after the plants are up 

“Native versus Exotic Trees for 
Southern New England” was the 
topic of a paper prepared by Henry 
W. Hicock, head of the department 
of forestry. Because Mr. Hicock was 
away on vacation, his paper was read 
by A. R. Olsen, of the same depart- 
ment. Mr. Hicock suggested that na 
tive trees be used as much as possible, 
but that exotic trees, such as the ai- 
lanthus for poor soils, be used after 
their worth had been proved. 


Small fruits and chestnuts were dis- 
cussed by Dr. Donald F. Jones, head 
of the department of genetics. Mid- 
land and Fairland were two varieties 
of strawberries mentioned as being 


good ones for the homeowner to 
grow. Red Star was suggested as the 
best late variety for the New England 
area, as it is good until early July 
Boysenberries and black raspberries 
do not do well in this area. Dr. Jones 
also discussed the station’s work 
aimed at producing blight-resistant 
varieties for timber as well as fruit. 

Dr. Philip Garman, department of 
entomology, stated that his depart- 
ment is trying out new insecticides 
continually and that about 150 had 
been tested this summer. One of the 
main drawbacks of DDT, he said, is 
the problem of bringing in other 
pests, such as mites and red spider. 
when it is used. DDT, Chlordane, 
No. 118, No. 497 show promise of 
being good. Parathion so far has been 
one of the most destructive chemicals 
to insects. 

After a luncheon at the Congre 
gational church parish house, about 
seventy-five of the nurserymen were 
taken on a tour of the experimental 
farm by truck. At 2:30 p. m. the 
afternoon session was called to order. 
and William Scott, Scott's Nurseries.

One 
of the main problems of the retailer 
is the competition by department 
stores and out-of-state nurseries, he 
said. Arthur E. Webster, of A. N. 
Pierson, Inc., Cromwell, covered the 
wholesalers’ point of view and said 
that buying had been good this sum 
mer and that some items were becom 
ing scarce already. 

Ted Howe, of Woodcock Nurser 
ies, Inc., Ridgefield, discussed sell 
ing at a roadside stand and made sev 
eral suggestions on what to do and 
what not to do to help sales. Charles 
Addison, of East Hartford Nursery. 
East Hartford, gave an enlightening 
talk on how he has solved some of 
the problems of selling at his stand 
Having everything labeled and priced 
helps people to wait on themselves, 
he said. 

Ludwig Hoffman. of Hoffman 
Nurseries, Hartford, said that one of 
the big problems of a landscape man 
is keeping track of tools and equip 
ment.

W. Va. He had learned of the meet 
ing through the local newspaper and 
had come over to meet the group and 
see if he could dispose of some stock 

According to Jeff, he had several 
thousand hemlocks which were ready 
to be marketed, and among them were 
a good many plants of a dwarf strain 
he had discovered in the woods. John 
Young, Young Nurseries, Bickmore. 
was much interested in what Mr 
Whetsell had to offer and wanted to 
go immediately to the nursery, as did 
J. R. Criswell, Jackson & Perkins Co., 
who offered to buy five or six car- 
loads. 

Jeff, however, informed the men 
that rains had washed away the road 
and that they would have to walk 
the six or eight miles through the 
forest to the nursery. This broke up 
the immediate interest in the visit, 
but the group continued to inquire 
about the visitor and his nursery. 

Jeff explained that the nursery had 
been started after a fisherman friend 
from the city had pointed out the 
value of the native plants when sold 
in the city.

It is my carefully considered 
opinion that a nurseryman is doing 
his clients a disservice when he sells 
them A. argenteum. In my younger 
days, when I was all agog about every 
new plant I could get hold of and 
especially anything that bore the 
name argenteum, for that meant 
silvered, one of my lifelong passions, 
Il embraced A. argenteum with joy 
But it did not take long to see that 
I was causing myself much work try 
ing to keep self-sown seedlings under 
control and was obtaining little mor 
than a small amount of silvery foliag 
for my labors. I suspect, judging 
from contacts with gardeners for a 
number of years, that most of them 
feel the same way about the matter 
If I were starting out on an alyssum

Saxifraga Ligulata. 


A New York correspondent writes, 
“Will you please put me right on 
Saxifraga rig ta? I remember that 
you wrote in tl ~ verican Nursery 
man several vears ago that it is 
tender, but I have had it for three 
years. and it has been perfectly hardy 
here.” The correspondent raises 
point that I cannot answer in full 
but I hope to clear up part of it in 
these notes 

In the first place. let us get th 
name straight. The plant referred t 
is what botanists now tell us should 
be Bergenia ligulata. And it is not 
to be confused with Saxifraga lingu 
lata, one of the incrusted tvpes 
while our present plant is one of the 
cabbage-leaved kinds. I am not sure 
that I ever had true S. ligulata, al 
though I have bought plants bearing 
that label repeatedly and only within 
the past few years had one that re 


sembled it. even to its tenderness ti 
cold. It did n t _ m. or else I 
‘ould have ider it by its smooth 


flower stems. ary in its close rela- 
tive. B. stracheyi. are hairy. The 
literature consulted, excenting “Hor 


tus.” which says b th kinds are 
tender in the north. tells us that the 
latter is the hardier of the two. If 


the inquirer has a hardy one with 


great, ciliateemargined leaves and 
large, white, cream or pink-tinged 
flowers in spreading heads, on stems 
up to a foot in height, he should have 


a good garden plant 


Years ago I had a plant similar to 


B. stracheyi under the label of 


S. afghanica, which was patently 
false, for that name should be applied 
to a tiny kabschia from high places 
in Afghanistan, which is not in cul 
tivation, as far as I know. It probably 
was only a form of B. stracheyi, some 
what hardier than the type and prob 
ably hardy enough to stand the cli 
mate in this country south of the 
Ohio river. What I liked most about 
it was the brilliant fall coloring which 
the big leaves took on. All plants in 
the bergenia group need a deep, rich 
soil. with the accent on rich. and 
half to three-fourths shade

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growers are ever on the alert for the 
new plants. But in our quest for the 
new we often lose sight of the old. 
That observation is the result of a 
recent inquiry for a source of supply 
for double sweet rocket, Hesperis 
matronalis florepleno, a request that 
I could not answer even after going 
through a complete catalog file. Come 
to think of it, I do not remember 
seeing the white variety for a quarter 
of a century or the purple one for 
almost that long. The last time I 
remember seeing the double white 
form was in a Virginia garden, where 
it had been grown for years and was 
one of the exceptional plants in an 
outstanding garden. Because the 
doubling of the flowers has not 
robbed them of a bit of their fra- 
grance, this is an extremely attractive 
plant. It would pay someone well, 
I think, to search out these plants 
and work up a stock. And propagat- 
ing would not be a difficult task, 
either, for H. m. florepleno may be 
divided or, better yet, grown from 
cuttings. 

It is best, I think, to take the cut 
tings immediately following the flow- 
ering season and to insert them in 
light soil in a close, shaded frame. 
Growing plants should have a rich, 
moist soil and partial shade, at least 


during the middle of the day. 
Carpets for Small Bulbs. 


A reader of this column writes that 
he is putting in a large rock garden 
in which many crocus species will 
be used. The plan now is to build 
the garden this fall and winter, plant 
the carpeting plants next spring and 
dibble in the crocuses the following 
fall. The nurseryman asks for a brief 
list of plants suitable for this purpose. 
The inquiry is answered here, with 
the hope that it may interest others. 

Although the sturdy Dutch hy- 
brids can stand deep-rooting, and even 
overpowering, plants around them, 
the delicacy of some species must be 
considered when their carpets are 
chosen. Thus, some, especially the 
sun-loving, autumn-flowering species, 
including C. cancellatus, its variety 
cilicicus and C. ochroleucus from 
Asia Minor, do not grow too well 
when placed close to other plants. 
We always grew these kinds in pans, 
to save them from mice as much as 
for any other reason, but they grow 
admirably on a bare, south-facing 
plain. 

The majority of the species take 
kindly to carpeting neighbors, and, of 
these, one of the best is Thymus 
serpyllum. Its white form, variety 
albus, is the best that I know of, 
possessing all the ggod points of a

carpeting plant, including shallow 
roots and not too dense foliage. A 
close second is the plant known in 
nurseries as T. micans, in England as 
T. caespitosus and in “Hortus” as a 
serpyllum form. It was not hardy 
here, but should be entirely so in the 
inquirer’s section of Kentucky. The 
horticultural form known as Annie 
Hall is another admirable plant for 
our purpose, as is T. s. coccineus. 
Although the woolly thyme, T. s. 
lanuginosus, is a lovely plant and a 
good carpeting one for the upstand- 
ing crocuses, such as C. speciosus, 
one should use it with discretion 
when dealing with the tiny bulbs. 

Where hardy. as it should be in 
Kentucky, the little Corsican toad 
flax, Linaria aequitriloba (cymbalaria 
of some), would make a good carpet. 
It creeps about on the surface, spread- 
ing a thin layer of tiny leaves pro- 
ducing little, pale violet toadflax 
flowers throughout the summer. An- 
other toadflax, Linaria (cymbalaria) 
hepaticaefolia, also is recommended 
by some authors to cover small bulbs, 
but it could be troublesome, because 
of its underground stolons in gar- 
dens where it is hardy. 

IT have experimented with many 
other small plants as ground covers 
over small bulbs, with good results 
in using Hutchinsia alpina, Veronica 
repens and Arenaria balearica for 
small daffodil, hyacinth, muscari, 
chionodoxa and other bulbs which 
do not require a summer baking, as 
some of the crocuses do. Mazus 
reptans, which is not hardy here, 
would probably answer the inquirer’s 
purpose in Kentucky and southward. 
Herniaria glabra reptans no doubt 
would prove useful. Finally, there is 

little cat’s-ear (Antennaria dio- 
ica). which I obtained from an east- 
ern grower several years ago under 
label of variety minima, that was a 
charming ground cover. Instead of 
the foot-tall stems of the type, it was 
not more than three inches tall, and 
its little, white, woolly leaves made a 
fine white carpet. Like most of the 
cat’s-ears, it withstood drought well. 
These are not all the good carpeting 
plants that there are for small bulbs, 
but the ones mentioned should keep 
the inquirer going for some time

Reviews of New Books 


HUNTINGTON GARDENS. 


Quite unusual in its presentation 
of a history of a quite unusual garden, 
“The Huntington Botanical Gardens, 
1905-1949,” comprises the personal 
recollections of William Hertrich, 
curator emeritus. The volume is 
printed by the Huntington Library, 
San Marino, Calif., as a tribute to Mr. 
Hertrich on completion of his forty- 
five years of service as superintendent 
of the estate of Henry E. Hunting- 
ton and as curator of the Hunting- 
ton Botanical Gardens. Handsomely 
printed and bound, replete with il- 
lustrations, it is published at $5 per 
copy. 

The personal experiences of the 
superintendent are intermingled with 
precise dates and data so as to make 
the volume a pictorial and factual 
record of the building and rebuilding 
of the fabulous estate of one of the 
fabulous multimillionaires of a day 
long past, which after his death be- 
came a public institution. For a rec- 
ord of other days, for much informa- 
tion on unusual plant materials, for 
its story of an estate superintendent's 
planting problems extraordinary and 
for the variety of illustrations of 
plants and views of the famous gar- 
den, this book is fascinating reading. 





BRITAIN’S GREEN MANTLE. 

Some nurserymen, in seeking the 
successful growing conditions for a 
plant or group of similar plants, like 
to hark back to the environment in 
which the subject grew in its native 
haunt. Such students of nature's way 
are interested in books like “Britain's 
Green Mantle,” by a British ecologist, 
A. G. Tansley, just published in 
England by George Allen & Unwin, 
Ltd., and offered in this country by 
the Macmillan Co., at $6. 

The book is written for the public 
that is interested in the different 
kinds of natural vegetation found in 
Britain—woods, downs and hill pas- 
ture, heaths and moorland, mountain 
and bog, fresh water, fen and sea- 
coast. It traces the changes in nature 
since the ice age and discusses the 
probable future. 

Much information about the na- 
tive plant life of Britain is presented 
in simple manner, technical terms 
being little used. Besides the pattern 
of succession shown by vegetation 
under different environments, the 
conspicuous features of British nat- 
ural countryside are described and 
discussed in detail—the woods of 


oak, beech, etc.; the grasslands of 
various types, and the maritime vege- 
tation in its different aspects. 

The plants that accompany these 
natural features are mentioned, as are 
those that creep in or are excluded 
under various sorts of changes. A 
great deal of information is presented 
in the 300 compact pages of the book, 
which carries 150 illustrations. 





HUMUS AND THE FARMER. 


The operation of a large English 
dairy farm according to organic 
methods is told in “Humus and the 
Farmer,” by Friend Sykes, first pub- 
lished in 1946 by Faber & Faber, 
Ltd., London, England, and now, in 
the form of the third British edition 
of 1948, published by the Rodale 
Press, Emmaus, Pa., at $4.50.

near by. The thorough use of these 
propagating facilities was a further 
indication of the extensive production 
here. 

Farther down the road is a 160- 
acre tract where evergreens are more 
predominant, including hemlocks, col 
umnar and Pfitzer junipers and some 
spruces. Both these farms are plant 
ed intensively and cultivated cleanly 
Some contour planting is noted to 
prevent soil erosion. Nearly an equal 
amount of acreage of stock is grown 
under contract, chiefly hedge plants 
and shrub liners 

The method of producing privet 
for hedging and shrub liners is dem- 
onstrated most readily at the head 
quarters of the Boyd Nursery Co., 
six miles on the other side of town 
When the original land of this com- 
pany was sold for building lots on the 
outskirts of town, it can be under- 
stood why 2.200 acres was acquired 
in this tract, for much of it is wooded. 
The practice is to cut down the trees, 
leaving the stumps and clearing the 
land without disturbing it by ma- 
chinery. Shrub seeds are sown in 
rows directly in the soil. The fertil 
ity of the soil produces striking 
growth, without the weeds that come 
after the fields have been cleared sev- 
eral years. The fertility is such that 
land can be used in this fashion for 
three or four years. By that time the 
stumps are rotten, and the land is 
cleared for cover crops or farm use 

The Boyd Nursery Co. last fall 
built a 2-story building, 60x120 feet. 
for storage. At the front are offices 
paneled most attractively in western 
pine. Near-by fields contain plantings 
of flowering shrubs, shade trees in 
small sizes, some evergreens and a 
few fruits. F. C. Boyd’s six sons are 
on the job—Tallman, J. Austin. 
Henry N., Robert W.. F. C., Jr.. and 
Hubert Boyd 

In the shade of trees not far from 
the warehouse are seedbeds, which 
are watered by a portable irrigation 
system of 4-inch perforated aluminum 
and steel pipes. 


IDAHO QUARANTINES.

Oppose Camellia Bars 


ALABAMA GROUP OPPOSES 
CAMELLIA QUARANTINE. 


At its regular meeting, August 17 
the South Alabama Nurserymen’s As 
sociation passed a resolution asking 
the state and federal governments to 
conduct further studies in regard to 
camellia petal blight, but not to in 
stitute quarantines at this time against 
Georgia and California. where the 
blight has been found 

The meeting was well attended by 
member nurserymen from Mobile and 
Baldwin counties, and a number of 
other matters of interest to nursery- 
men were discussed. Adoption of 
the resolution on camellia petal blight 
came after considerable discussion, al 
though the motion passed with but 
one dissenting vote. Action by the 
South Alabama group follows that 
taken by the Alabama State Nursery 
men’s and Florists’ Association, which 
has petitioned state and federal au 
thorities not to take quarantine steps 
at this time 

While several southeastern states 
have invoked quarantines against ca 
mellias shipped from California, no 
quarantine has been imposed against 
California by Alabama, Texas, Ar 
kansas, North Carolina or Virginia 
The text of the resolution adopted by 
the South Alabama Nurserymen’s As 
sociation was as follows: 

Whereas the members of the South Ala- 
bama Nurserymen’s Association are prop- 
erly concerned in regard to a fungus 
which causes camellia blooms to break 
down, and 

Whereas it has been reported that this 
fungus has been found on camellia blooms 
in the states of Georgia and California, 
and 

Whereas it is considered essential that 
the members of this association obtain all 
information which is available concerning 
this fungus and any control measures 
which have been found advantageous, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the South 
Alabama Nurserymen’s Association in reg- 
ular meeting of the association, at the 
chamber of commerce at Mobile, Ala., Au 
gust 17, 1949, request the Alabama state 
department of agriculture and industries 
and the bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine of the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture to advise us of the 
extent of the damage that has resulted to 
camellia blooms in those places in Georgia 
and California where the fungus has been 
found, together with all other information 
available concerning the fungus, and 

Be it further resolved, that we request 
both the state and federal departments of 
agriculture to advise us of the success of 
any control measures which have been 
used and what additional research is be- 
ing conducted to find more adequate con- 
trol measures, and 

Be it further resolved, that we request 


the state and federal departments of agri 
culture not to place a quarantine against 
the states of Georgia and California be

WYMAN SPEAKS AT SEATTLE. 

On his recent visit at Seattle, 
Wash,.

He was intro- 
duced by Brian O. Mulligan, director 
of the University of Washington 
Arboretum, who mentioned the 
speaker's long and valuable service at 
the arboretum, near Boston, Mass., 
and his authorship of several horti- 
cultural books.

OREGON REFUSES MARCUS 
NURSERY LICENSES. 


The Oregon state department of 
igriculture has refused the applica- 
tion of Leslie E. Marcus, Portland, 
Ore., owner of Sherwood Bulb Gar- 
dens and afhliated interests, for li- 
censes as grower of and dealer in 
nursery stock in Oregon. The re- 
fusal is contained in a 7-page order 
which finds Marcus guilty of fraud, 
misrepresentation and deception in 
the sale of nursery stock. 

The findings are the outcome of a 
hearing early in August, which lasted 
two days and one full evening and at 
which nine witnesses appeared for 
Marcus and twenty-one for the state. 

The order is signed by Frank Mc- 
Kennon, chief of the department's 
division of plant industry, who con- 
ducted the hearing, and by E. L. Pe- 
terson, director of agriculture. 

The department found four counts 
against Marcus. In one of these, it 
held him guilty of misrepresentation 
in failing to deliver to customers the 
kind, size and quality of nursery 
stock ordered and paid for by cus- 
tomers. 

In another, it found Marcus guilty 
of deception in failing to make im- 
mediate delivery of nursery stock or- 
dered by customers in violation of 
the promise prominently displayed in 
his newspaper advertising and cata- 
logs that he would make immediate 
delivery of nursery stock. 

At the hearing, the order points 
out, Marcus himself defined “immedi- 
ate delivery” to mean delivery within 
not more than six days of an order. 
In April, 1949, according to the find- 
ings, the applicant was thirty to forty 
days behind in filling current orders, 
although he continued to advertise 
nursery stock for sale for immediate 
delivery. 

The department also found the ap- 
plicant guilty of fraudulent practices 
in failing to refund money to cus- 
tomers when requested to do so, al- 
though his advertising and catalogs 
carried a money-back guarantee. 

In its fourth particular, the depart- 
ment found the applicant failed to 
acknowledge or reply to correspond- 
ence from customers who had sent 
in written complaints

Tilia Platyphyllos. 


As its specific name implies, Tilia 
platyphyllos is the broad-leaved lin 
den, the largest in leaf and the earliest 
to flower of the European species. T 
platyphyllos and T. cordata, the 
small-leaved European linden, are 
believed to be the parents of T. vul 
garis, which has not been found as a 
native tree, but is as widely planted 
as any of the three. 

T. platphyllos is to be recognize 
by the yellow tinge of the leaves and 
by the thick covering of short hairs 
on the undersurface of the leaves 
and sometimes on the upper surface 
also. The foliage is medium to dense, 
denser than that of either vulgaris or 
cordata. The large alternate leaves 
are four inches across. The twigs are 
hairy, and the bark is rough. The 
wood is white, smooth and light, be 
ing used for carving, turning and 
making musical instruments. 

The growth of this linden is fairly 
fast when it is well established. It 
does best in a sunny location and in 
deep moist soil. It does not with 
stand drought well. 

The yellowish-white fragrant flow 
ers appear in drooping clusters, or 
cymes, beginning in June. The 
branchlets are pendulous and leafy 
The fruit is obovate, globose and 
marked with three to five prominent 
ribs when ripe. The tree grows from 
seventy to ninety feet tall, perhaps 
more under especially favorable con 
ditions. 

Propagation is by layering, cuttings 
and seeds. The seeds should be 
planted when ripe or stratified over 
winter and sown in spring. They 
lose in viability if permitted to be 
come dry. 

Several varieties occur: grandiflora 
has leaves larger than the type, pyra 
midalis has erect branches forming a 
broad pyramidal crown, laciniata has 
deeply cut leaves and vitifolia has 
slightly 3-lobed leaves. Aurea is 
marked by golden-yellow branchlets 
when young, and rubra or corallina 
by red branchlets

Budwood Certification. 

Budwood certification was the sub 
ject of a brief talk by Prof. F. R 
Brison, A. and M. College of Texas 
He said the need for this program 
had been emphasized two years ag 
1 a letter from R. P. White, execu 
tive secretary of the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen to Dr. G. W 
Adriance, head of the department of 
horticulture, A. and M. College ot 
Texas, and from this had resulted 
the cooperative program of the Texas 
Association of Nurserymen, the col- 
lege and the state department 
igriculture. 

Professor Brison introduced Cy 
Heaton, Tyler, of the East Texas 
Agricultural Council, who described 
the budwood certification work, ir 
which peach budwood is selected 
from orchards known to be free from 
peach mosaic and the phony peach 
disease for a one-mile radius. This is 
budded on disease-free stock in cer- 
tified orchards, and in about three 

-ars it is expected that there will 
ie a supply from which nurserymen 
can secure stocks. 

The budwood certification program 
has started on a limited scale, but in 
time is to be expanded to include 
tther stone fruits and eventually 
rnamentals. Twenty acres of land 
have been leased on the Dallas high 
way fifteen miles west of Tyler, with 
forty or fifty adjoining acres avail 
ible for later expansion. Financing 
ind initiative for the project are being 
furnished by the Texas Association 

f Nurserymen, supervision and as 
sistance by A. and M. College of 
Texas and inspection work by the 
state department of agriculture. Peach 
seeds were secured from Texas, and 
budding will start soon. Sixteen 
seach varieties have been selected 
for this project. 

To conclude the session and the 

remarks on budwood certification, 
Murray P. Ramsey further empha- 

ized the value of this program and 
the part the association played in it 
Merchandising Stock. 

Vice-president Ramsey presided at 
he Tuesday morning session, which 
featured three speakers, the first of 
whom was Oscar Gray, Gray Nurs- 
>ry, Arlington, who gave a valuable 
and interesting talk on “Merchan- 
dising Nursery Stock,” illustrating 
ind emphasizing his points with pla- 
cards. Merchandising, he stated, was

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different from selling, and he defined 
it as buying and selling at a profit 

Mr. Gray’s first point was in the 
form of a question, “Where does 
profit begin?” This he answered 
with an illustration of a nurseryman 
who had ten one-gallon sprayers 
which had cost him 60 cents each 
and sold for $1 each. While there 
was a theoretical forty per cent profit 
on each sale, the man really did not 


make a dime profit until he had first 
sold six sprayers and regained the 
original purchase price. Mr. Gray 


thought the wholesale nurseryman 
might prefer to see the retailers buy 
several small amounts of stock and 
show a profit sooner than to sell 
larger order on which his customers 
did not make a profit for a long 
period, since the wholesaler depends 
upon the retailer's staying in business 
and making a profit 

Discussing some problems in sales 
management, Mr. Gray touched on 
hiring salesmen. It was his opinion 
that nurserymen are prone to want t 
hire a trained salesman away from 
another mnurseryman, whereas he 
thought it more satisfactory to train 
one’s own salesman from within one’s 
staff or to hire a salesman from an 
other field and train him. There are 
no set rules for selecting salesmen 
and he believed that almost any in- 
telligent man can be trained for this 
work. On application forms, Mr 
Gray emphasized data which should 
be obtained from the prospective em- 
ployee, such as his age, time lost 
because of illness, last three positions 


and reasons for leaving them, will 
ingness be trained and persever 
ence. 


In training salesmen there are three 
important things to stress, said Mr 
Gray. First, a salesman should ap- 
proach the customer always with 
smile and a friendly greeting; both 
cost nothing and are worth a lot 

>condly, he should know how to size 
up his customer quickly, and third 
he should never argue with the cus 
tomer. 

Mr. Gray made only one point on 
the subject of compensating salesmen 
or, in fact, any employee. The com 
pensation must be fair to both the 
employee and the employer. 


Quality First. 


Turning to problems in merchan 
dising, Mr. Gray said there was a 
greater need now than ever before 
to sell quality and value and to re- 
member that the customer buys 
through his own eyes. He cannot 
always see quality; that must be sold 
to him, but he can see if one’s dis- 
play is attractive, the salesyard clean 


and the stock handled carefully. A

To handle sales objections, such 
as the common one of price being 
too high, Mr. Gray believes in the 
“ves, but” technique.

“Yes, our nandinas cost that 
much, but for the few cents more 
that we ask, you get a stronger root 
system and a bigger ball, and your 
plant will grow quicker.” “Yes, our 
rosebushes are 45 cents each, but 
we can get you a lower-grade bush 
for 39 cents.” 

If the customer does not buy and 
tells you “I'll look around.” do not 
insult or ignore him so that he would 
be embarrassed to return to your 
nursery again. Let him shop around 
elsewhere and invite him to come 
back whether he does or does not 
find anything at another salesyard 


Legislation at Washington. 


“Hangovers of 1949” was the sub 
ject of a talk by Richard P. White 
executive secretary, American Asso 
ciation of Nurserymen, Washington 
D. C., on the legislative matters be 
fore Congress which Mr. White be 
lieves still will be waiting for action 
in 1950. To date more than 8,000 
bills have been introduced in the 
present Congress, and only a few 
more than 200 have been enacted 
into law. Mr. White thought ap- 
proximately another 100 bills would 
be passed in this session. 

One of the pending bills which 
concerns mnurserymen covers ex- 
panded social security. Mr. White 
does not believe the present bill will 
pass both houses of Congress, but 
believes it may result in the redefini 
tion of an employee, as there is some 
doubt as to whether agents are cov- 
ered in the present definition. Should 
they be included, Mr. White thought 
these still would not include nursery 
agents, as they are independent con 
tractors.

landscaped grounds. In these plans, 
the problem is usually maintenance 
rather than selection of material. In 
public projects, budgeting is the main 
problem, for too often money is not 
allotted specifically for landscaping 
And here, again, the question of 
whether a janitor or other employee 
unskilled in gardening or a skilled 
gardener is to maintain the planting 
is a factor in selecting the plant ma- 
terial 

Mr. Hammond believes that a vast 
federal and state highway construc- 
tion program will be started shortly 
and will offer big landscaping oppor- 
tunities, so that now is the time to 
contact state officials of the need for 
planting these roads. Slum clearance 
projects, if the area is to be rehabili- 


tated, are another coming field for 
landscapers. 
For the next six years a big na 


tional program of low-income hous 
ing should offer many opportunities 
to the landscape planter. These proj 
ects are usually budgeted with a spe- 
cific amount for planting, at so much 
per unit. Designs for such plantings 
should be simple, allowing tree cov 
erage for shade and to break the 
monotony of the construction, shrub 
bery screening to hide the back yard 
and service areas, a little foundation 
planting and perhaps some vines to 
soften the lines of the buildings. The 
largest expenditure is usually on the 
lawn area. It must be remembered 
that the persons who live in these 
new projects are often from slum 
reas and are not adjusted to caring 
for property; so the planting must be 
designed accordingly. There are usu: 
ally many children living in these 
dwellings who will trample small 
plants and unprotected plantings: so 
4 to 5-foot sizes are best, and plant 
ings should be next to buildings or 
ilong fences.
